| ET ME SAY in the beginning that [ never really wanted to write 
4 magazine articles. much less a book. I was a doctor and content 
to do the job and find my satisfaction in the profession for which | 
had trained. 

A combination of three quite different circumstances persuaded 
me to collect my thoughts together and allow them to be published 
for the whole world to see. First of all. the Chatelaine editors had 
been needling me to write down my ideas. Finally they sent me a 
writer, June Callwood. to help me in the endeavor. Secondly. | rea 
soned that I might be able to raise money for one of my dearest 
causes. the Women’s College Hospital. in Toronto. Four million dol 
lars was needed for a new wing and I was a member of the building 
committee. Finally. | was beguiled into working on the article by 
my own titles. They always came to me first. 

Who would think that the menopause was woman’s greatest bless 
ing but me? 

The title would intrigue me for days as the ideas and anecdotes 
fell into place. Once finished, the published article gave me no pleas- 
ure. | had the inherent distrust of all reputable doctors of people who 
write for the lay public. I was offended by my own creation and 
uncomfortable when it was recognized. There was also real heart 
break that twenty-five years of constant backbreaking endeavor to 
practice skillfully the art and science of medicine couldn't compete for 
recognition with a few articles in a magazine.

@ Perfect-fitting foundations are second only to perfect pos 
ture in creating a streamlined look. There isn’t a figure that 
can’t benefit from the right foundation . . . even the very 
slender. And the best way to make sure you get the right ones 
is to be fitted—-by a trained corsetiere. She will know how to 
measure you correctly, what garments are available and which 
ones will best meet your particular figure requirements. But 
if you can’t go to a corsetiere you can still avoid hit-and-miss 
choices. Here to help you—a guide to measuring your figure 
and the main figure problems with their solutions (opposite ) 
Study them before you buy. 
It does not always pay to buy the most luxurious garment 
or even the prettiest one. You should pay for comfort and fit 
even if if means spending less on what you wear over it. 
When it comes to foundation fabrics. cotton is hard to 
beat for comfort and wear, but some of the newer fibres have 
advantages too. Nylon is strong. quick-drying. requires no 
ironing. Terylene (or Dacron) is also strong, easy to care 
for and the white is said never to discolor. Satin elastic 
(made with cotton and rayon; nylon: or Terylene) is often 
used for the back panels of girdles where some vertical (but 
ot horizontal) stretch is desired. Leno elastic is often used 
un sic panels where horizontal stretch is required in medium 
weight girdles and corselets. Power net has two-way stretch 
and is used both alone (generally recommended for slender
